Boston claims to be the "hub" of in- 


telligence and perhaps this idea is inhe- 
rent from the tact that the first man in 
this country who undertook to print a 
newspaper started the enterprise in Bos- 
ton. This was a small sheet printed in 
1690, and judging from descriptions giv- 
en of it, was about the size of some of 
the smallest amateur papers started by 
Y.iung America of our time. I was 
called "Publick Occurrences."

. Boston came to the frint again in 
1704, with the "News Letter." This pa- 
per was 8x12 inches in size. One col- 
umn of the title sheet was devoted to 
foreign news. The news from France 
•fas nearly five months old, yet it was 
eagerlv devoured by the people of Bos- 
ton. The Indians then skulking in the 
vicinity of Hartford were as murderous 
as the Utes and some of the other tribes 
on our western frontiers. Yet it took 
two weeks for the news to reach the 
city of Boston that Hartford was raising 
60 men to send out to protect the fron- 
tier settlement of Dover, in New Hump- 
shire. Even Bostonians, in those days 
did not feel disposed to hug the "noble 
red man" to their bosoms as a "fond 
delusion, for the editor favored a law 
offering a premium of from £10 to £50 
for every male Indian above 12 years 
old taken, according to the service at the 
time performed by the captor. 


The "News Letter" was the only pa- 


per published in this country in 1720. In 
that year James Franklin promised to 
bring out another—The New England 
Courant—in the town. The undertak- 
ing was considered haz.irdnus. The pa- 
per was started, but short-lived, as the 
publisher was guilty of the unpardon- 
able offense of speaking too plainly of 
political measures then before the pub- 
lic. He was forced to abandon his en- 
terprise and leave "free speech" loving 
Boston. 


James Franklin, brother of Benjamin 


Franklin, then settled at Newport, R. I., 
and in 1733 published the Rhode Island 
Gazette upon a half sheet of cap paper. 
Some twenty numbers only were issued 
when Franklin "threw up the sponge."
